Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art of record, i.e., U.S. Patent No. 6,683,642 to Kobayashi et al. ("Kobayashi") 
and the admitted prior art (APA) of pages 1-3 of Applicant's background, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to teach or suggest the following features, especially when these features are 
considered in combination with the remaining features of the independent claim 1 : 

a first bus for providing a daisy-chain type connection such that video data output by the 
video processing unit is input to the network control unit, without any branch of the video 
processing unit and the network control unit; 

a second bus for providing a daisy-chain type connection of said central control unit, 
said storage unit and said central processing unit such that data received from said network 
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Art Unit: 2421 

control unit is output to said storage unit and video data output from said storage unit is input to 
said central processing unit; and 

wherein said first bus and said second buses are connected to each other in series 
through a first bus buffer.
